Albany, N, ¥.. October 15.—It is 
likely that the fate of Governor Wil- 
liam Sulzer will be known by tomor- 
row night. 

The high court of impeachment ad- 
journed tonight, when it was said the 
final vote probably would be taken at 
an open session tomorrow afternoon. 
No official information of this report 
could be obtained. however, as all the 
deliberations of the court today were 
in secret. 

There was an insistent rumor that 
the case had progressed so far as to 
have reached an informal vote on the 
guilt or innocence of the governor on 
the first article of impeachment. This 
article charges the governor with 
falsifying his campaign statement. The 
names of only thirty-two of the fifty- 
seven members of the court had been 
called when it was decided to adjourn, 
it was announced. Each member, it 
was said, was given an opportunity t 
express his opinion on the merits of 
the article, and the same procedure 
will be followed at the open session 
tomorrow afternoon.

New October 15.—Former Sen- 
ator N W. Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, tonight aitacked the Wilson ad- 
ministration currency bill now defore 
congress. which he declared embodicd 
the theories of William J. Bryan. He 
denounced the bill as unsound, secial- 
istic and revolutionary, characterizing it 
as “an endeavor to secure by partisan 
legislation the triumph of the doctrines 
and principles. which had received the 
repeated condemnation of the American {| 
people at the polis." He queted from 
Woodrow Wlson’s writings to Indicate 
that the president In his earlier days 
had entertained beltefa contrary to 
provisions of the bill. 

“Ir the house bill should be enacted 
into a lew," Mr. Aldrich asserted, “Mr, 
Bryan will have achieved the purpose 
for which he has been contending for 
a decade.” 

Goverament Notes Attacked. 

Mr. Aldrich’s speech was delivered at 
the closing session of the national con- 
ference on currency reform. He made 
no reference to the so-called Aldrich 
plan for currency reform. He opposed 
many features of the Glass-Owen cUr~ 
rency bi, but directed his strongest 
critieigm at the provision dealing with 
the issue of government notes and prog 
viding fora Sentral government board 
with supervision over the s¥stem as a 
Whole, 

“The proposals with reference to note 
issues,” sald Mr. Aldrich, “are radical 
and revolutionary tn their character ) 
and at variance with all the accepted ) 
canons of economic law. t 

“I believe it will be found that there} 
is no substantial Imitation upon the 
amount of notes that can be issued 
under the house bill except in require- 
ments for reserve.” 

Mr. Aldrich said “extreme pressure” 
was being brought to bear on congr:ss 
to emact the administration bill, and 
that the reason given was that the 
adoption of the bill was necessary}: to 
fulfill promises made by the demo- 
cratic party. He traced the history of 
the democratic party’s attitude on the 
subject in earller years, and quoted 
President Cleveland 2s saying that 
“the people of the United States are 
entitled to a sound and stable cur- 
rency.” 

Populistie Doctrine, Saya Aldrich. 

“The theory that the ‘Us a ates 
should {ssue currency in the form of 
its promises to pay,” declared Mr: Al- 
drich, “is a populistic doctrine, It had 
no standing as a democratic party prin- 
ciple until the advent cf Mr. Bryan as 
its nominee for the presidency tn 1896. 
It-was injected *: Mr. Bryan into 
the party platform in spite of the pro- 
tests and against the votes of the men 
who had been :nost prominent in the 
Party counciis—a:2e7 who advocated 
loyalty to the paliefes and principles 
to which the party had adhered 
throughout ita existence.

PARSIMONY AND POLITICS. 

Atlanta's public schools suffer from par- 
simony and politics, That is the implied 
diagnosis of William H. Terrell, indicated 
in an article published elsewnere and in his 
authorized expressions in the body of this 
editorial. 

The parsimony rises from the failure of 
rich Atlanta to recognize the growth and 
needs of the schools. The politics is re- 
terrable to the intrusions of politicians not 
or temperamentally equipped to 
confer in so grave a matter as the educa- 
tion of children. Mr. Terrell says this 
class of politicians make a “football” of the 
system. His opportunities for observation 
und his knowledge of city politics give 
weight to his testimony. 

Mr. Terrell also pays a tribute to the 
superintendent aud the. assistant superin- 
tendent, to the board and to the personnel 


mentally 


of the teaching corps. His praise is de- 
served. The responsive officials of the 
school liave been devoted and untiring. 


With their hands tied they can accomplish 
little in untangling the situation. As Mr. 


. Terrell points out, many of the splendidly 


trained teachers are receiving salaries in- 
smaller than more poorly 
trained women in other professions. 

As lack of money is at the root of the 
evil, so more money must be the remedy. 
“Unless we pay our teachers salaries higher 
than day laborers we cannot expect to re- 
move the threat that now rests on the schol- 
arship of the system.” he declared. “At 
the same time, we miust arrange to relieve 
the almost criminal congestion against the 
injustice and.danger of which The Consti- 
tution has so righteously protested. The 


most sensible and scientific way out is to 
set aside a fixed percentage of the annual 
city tax rate for school purposes exclusively. 
This would be at the disposal of the board 


education, which would spend as little or 
much of the entire proceeds as was 
led. The board would. of course, be 
held to a strict accountability, but would 
also be freed from meddling, and would not 
lave to engage in the annual scramble be- 
Tore the finance committee. The plan would 
provide funds to relieve the immediate prob- 
Jem of congestion and would enable us to 
decently compensate teachers and properly 
Maintain the whole educational plant. All 
moderniy-conducted cities use this system. 
I am also in favor of a bond issue of half a 
million dollars for the construction of a 
university high school.” 

Mr. Terrell's views are sound. The pro- 
rated tax plan. giving to the board absolute 
authority, is the one way out of the present 
disgraceful situation. As for the political 
end, The Constitution is already on record 
to the effect ‘that politics must be scourged

‘Irom the city’s educational system if effi- 


ciency is to be kept at concert pitch. 

The fathers and mothers of Atlanta can- 
not permit a shortsighted policy to cripple 
the edutational plant of the city with par- 
simony and politics. 


WILSON'S COURAGE. 

President Wilson's course in insisting 
upon currency legislation at the, present 
session of congress will meet the approval 
of the overwhelming majority of sound- 
thinking Americans. He has steadily re- 
sisted the suggestions from partisan and 
civic sources for postponement until the 
regular session. : 

There is no need for delay, and, there is 
every need for action. The argument that 
the country is not informed or that con- 
gress.needs more data will not hold. The 
countty is thoroughly informed and com- 
missions of every political complexion have 
been studying the issue at: tntervals for 
nearly two decades. Hf all the material now 
available were assembled in one heap it 
would assume mountainous proportions. 

The position of the censorious elements

could not please all the authorities and in- 
terests in America. The best that can be 
done is to effect a compromise that will 
Include sound basic principles recognized the 
world over and adapted to conditions in this 
country. That is what the bill fathered by 
Messrs. Glass and Owen accomplishes with 
approximate success. 

The regular session of congress will have 
to handle the trust and other problems fully 
as demanding of enerzy. time and. ability 
as those now on the carpet. To postpone 
currency legislation would be to needlessly 
complicate matters. It is the prime duty of 
congress to end the suspense and uncer- 
tainty of the business of the country. 


AT THE END OF HIS ROPE. 

The dark and treacherous Huerta is 
bringing the protracted Mexican crisis to its 
close. That fact speaks in every news dis- 


patch now coming out of the turbulent re- 
public. 
There is indication that at almosi any 


moment the United States must be prepared 
for decisive action of some naiure. What 
our policy is to be is yet shrouded in mys- 
tery. It does not seem ‘that intervention is 
threatened, as in that event preparations 
would be in a more advanced state. Talk 
of a coalition with the constitutionalists in 
the northern part of Mexico persists, though 
even here it appears that Washington would 
long hesitate before committing itself to 
such a course. More plausible is the theory 
that the embargo on the importation . of 
arms may be lifted. The constitutionalists, 
said to be superior to the federals in num- 
bers, morale and organization, might then 
solve the situation by sweeping down upon 
the capital and stamping out the remains 
of the little clique that now holds office 
there. 

Whatever the method, action cannot long 
be delayed. Anarchy is threatened in Mex- 
ico, With Huerta’s imprisonment of the Mex- 
ican deputies and assumption of the dicta- 
torship the last vestiges of stable law and 
order vanish. Significant in this direction is 
the action of most of the foreign govern- 
ments that recognized Huerta in virtually 
rescinding their recognition. The fact that 
England and Germany have dispatched bat- 
tleships to Mexican waters, and that Japan, 
some months ago, refused to receive Felix 
Diaz as Huerta’s representative, speaks in 
strong ternis of the international attitude. 

President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
have formally denounced Huerta’s course 
with regard to the deputies and in advance 
repudiated the results of the presidential 
election, scheduled for October 26. The 
troubled status cannot, therefore, be helped 
by leaders gained from the election. At 
every angle chaos appears to threaten. The 
best that can be hopea is that the constitu- 
tionalists will develop a solution. At all 
events, Huerta and the practices with which 
he is identified have reached the end of his 
Tope. 


BOOKS IN THE PARCEL POST. 


Postmaster General Burleson has sub- 
mitted to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion a schedule of rates which has for its 
object the admission to the parcel post of 
books and printed matter. Within a few 
weeks the commission will make ~ public 
the results of its investigation of the sched- 
ule, and, presumably, the postmaster general 
will take action accordingly. 

This extension of the parcel post should 
prove one of the most significant since the 
establishment of the system. Up to the- 
present time the service has presented the 
Paradox of accepting for transportation at 
cheap rates merchandise generally and de- 
clining to accept printed matter except at 
the regular old exorbitant rates. There has 
never, of course, been any logical reason 
why books and printed matter should not 
Teceive the benefit of the reductions in 
Postal rates. The tariff now charged is 
unreasonable. 

The many new features added to the par- 
cel post service by Postmaster General 
Burleson give promise that this branch will 
during his administration in all probability 
witness its perfection. i

Guthrie, a very loose.and inaccurate com- 
piler, gives no authority for his statement; 
but it is evidently founded upon the follow- 
ing passage in Archbishop Spottiswood’s "His- 
tory of the Church of Scotland:” “In the end 
of the year (1599) happened some new jars 
between the king and the ministers of Edin- 
burgh because of a company of English 
comedians whom the king had- licensed to 
Play within the burgh. The ministers, being 
offended with the liberty gtven them, preach- 
ed against stage-players, thelr unruliness and 
immodest beharior, and in their sessions made 
an act prohibiting people to go to the plays 
under pain of church censure.” 

This offended the king and he ordered 
the council to annul their act and not to 
restrain the people from attending the play. 
The assertion of Guthrie that James “desired 
Elizabeth to send bim this year a company 
of English players’ rests upon no founda- 
tion, and his conjecture that the immortal 
Shakespeare was of the number, it would 
appear, is equally baseless. 

The end of the year, as 
Spottiswood, must be taken to mean some- 
where about December. In the office books 
of the treasurers of the chamber of England, 
it {s noted that the Lord Chamberlain's ser- 
vants performed before Queen Elizabeth on 
St. Stephen's day at night, the 26th of Decein- 
ber, 1599. This is almost conclusive proof 
that the company of English players, who

burgh, was not Shakespéare’s company. 

But it is conjectured that Shakespeare 
visited Scotland at a much esrifer period. 
There is a notice of English players having 
appeared at Perth on June 8, 1589, and 
Shakespeare may perhaps have been one of 
them. & ‘ 

Sir John Sinclair, when speaking of the 
local. traditions respecting Macbeth's castle 
at Dunsinane, infers from their coincidence 
with the drama, that Shakespeare, in his 
capacity of actor, traveled in Scotland in 
1§89, and collected on the spot materials for 
the exercise of his imagination. But Shake- 
speare biographers doubt the vilidity of the 
inference, and Chalmers, although he notices 
at some length the state of. the drama in 
Scotland previous to the accession of James 
to the English crown, has no: mention of the 
optnion that Shakespeare had visited Scot- 
land. Therefore, it ts extremely improbable 
that Shakespeare should have left London 
at this perlod. 

In 1599 Shakespeare's “King Henry. V” 
was produced in Scotiand, andHistorian Col- 
lier mentions that "Towards the close of the 
year 1599, -a company of English players ar- 
rived in Edinburgh,” and he aads {ma note. 
“It has been supposed by some that Shake- 
Speare Waos a member of this company, and 
that he even took his description of Mac- 
beth's' castle from local observation” But, 
no eyidénée can be produced.elther way, ex- 
cept Malone's conjecture that Shakespeare! 
couM not have left London tn 1599 inxeonse~ 
quence of the production of his “Henry v’* 
in that year. - 

Mr. Collier does not notice # aybsequent, 
visit ofa company of’ English‘ players to 
Scotland during Shakespeare's ‘Heetime, al- 
though-other historians speak.of-@ cOmpany 
from London appearing in the nm coun- 
try in 1601. If Shakespeare ever appeared 
in Scotland this must have. been the time, 
for no mention is made of his having appear- 
ed in the English capital In the fall of that 
year, although on the 8th of September he was 
present at the funeral of his father, at Strat- 
| ford. > 

In a paper read to the society of .Anti- 
quaries of Scotland, by John Andérson. “On 
the Site of Macbeth's Castle,” the author 
| Says: “The extreme accuracy - with- which 
kespeare has followed the minutiae of 
Macbeth’'s career has given rise to -the-opin- 
ion that he himself visited these scenes which 
| are immortalized by his pen,” but the general 
| impression among scholars today is. that he 
| Secured his information from Holinshed’s nar- 
rative, and that Shakespeare neyer visited 
Scotland as an actor nor in any other capac-

SCHOOL SYSTEM 


DISCUSSED 


BY WILLIAM H. TERRELL 


Editur Cuustitution: Please allow me to 
muke the fullowing contribution to the dis- 
cussion of uur schools and school system. Al- 
though I have been a member of the board of 
education for only a little more than two 
months, I am familiar with the subject by 
reason of haying been a member of and 
chairman of the sub-committee on schools 
ot the bond commission from some time in 
1903 until my election to membership on the 
board of education. 

To begin with, there isn't any politics in 
the board ‘of education that I can see, The 
only politics that I have been able to dis- 
cover in connection with the subject of 
schools is the effort of some politicians in 
the city to make the schools and thelr man- 
agement a football of politics. So far as 
I can make out the Kind of politicians who 
are trying this are the onés who ~ Sjell 
“socks” with an "x" and “can” with a “k" 
when they don't spell tt “g-r-o-w-l-o-r.” 

The management of the public 
system of this city really needs no defetse 
at my hands. but a few words on the sub- 
ject may not be amiss. First, as to the 
membership of the board itself, we may not 
be either the wisest or best men in the 
city; I think it altogether likely we ere not, 
which jis the fault of all democracies, How- 
ever all this may be, I do verily believe thet 
the niembership of the board of education 
from President Daley. who is a scholarly and 
cultured gentleman wortay of the best trad!- 
tions of the south, to the last member elected, 
are each and all actuated only by the best of 
motives in thefr votes and acts. That mis- 
takes have been made here and there is 
probally true, but that -hese mistakes have 
been willful or have materially injured the 
schools, I denr. 

Next as to the supervising and teaching 
‘rorce: The superintendent, Professor W. ML 
Slaton, is a university man and one of the 
most accomplished men in his profession in 
America, so recognized by his professional 
brethren. He has devoted his life to the work 
here in Atlanta when‘he can now and could 
have any time in the last twenty-five or 
thirty years received more money for less 
work elsewhere, I venture the assertion that 
he does more work for less pay than any 
man in a similar position in America. He has 
given the best part of his life to the service 
of the city aS a teacher for a mere living 
when he might have become rich, and pos- 
sibly famous tn business or one of the other 
professions. Professor Landrum, the assist- 
ant superintendent and secretary of the 
board, has likewise devoted his life to the 
same service for the Bame meager wage. A 
mere Inspection of his work will convince 
even the prejudiced that no man who Is a 
mere time server cane 1 work which he 
ts doing in the manner in which it is being 
done 


Where Criticism In Wicked, 

So far as the lady te:chers in the various 
schools are concerned, mere criticlsm of them 
and their work would be wicked. I venture 
the assertion that they give more for the 
privilege of living !n and working for the 
elty of Atlanta than the bachelors of the city 
pay for board. Any of them can get as much 
or more’ for their services in the country 
where living expenses are less. They can 
make more money as stenographers and mil-

It has been asserted that the overcrowd- 
ing in some of the schools can be relHeved 
by redistricting. This is not true, because 
the overcrowding is in the lower grades 
which are composed of children residing in 
the district served by the building which is 
overcrowded. The true way to relieve the 
congestion !s by building more rooms or 
schools for the lower grades rather than by 
transferring entire upper grades to’ other 
districts in order to make room - . 

again, it has been ceserted-that some of 
the schools, notably Ashby and Bell street. 
have very few pupils compared with™ the 
nuinber of seats in the respective ‘buildings. 
This is true. But In the cage of Bell street 
School it is caused by the encroaching of 
negroes and business upon a former residence 
district, thus crowding out the white. popula- 
tion in its territory. The same -is-true-of 
Boulevard. But this is not the fault of the 
board of education or council or anybody 
else, So, why kick? ’ 

Ashby street is more than half vacant Ie 
is one of the new schools located in-a grow- 
ing territory. It could be comfortably filed 
tomorrow by redistricting and ‘taking pupils 
from Peeples street, Lee street, Davis. and 
English avenue schools, but the people to 
be affected by this change. on account of 
neighborhood tles and associations, - etc., are 
against the change, as are their children. In 
as much as the schools belong to the- people 
and not to the city officials, I too, am agamst 
a redistricting in this case so rong as thére 
is room in the other sctools. When it be- 

comes necessary, we will make the change, 
and then I am sure the people wIiH cheeér- 
fully bow to out decision. . 

So far as the work of the bond commis- 
sion is concerned I admit that we might haye 
builded some of the schools cheaper than we 
did, For instance, in two or three cases 
we let contracts for buildings t6 white con- 

| tructors when we might have saved two or 


three hundred dollars by letting them to ne- 

gro contractors, but I am st!ll satisfied with 

our extravagance in this respect. 
Personally, I have no apologies: to offer 

for our work, and wou'd not change by a 

finger's breadth anything which I did if I 

had it to go over again. zs
